Hamlin Lake 
Gets Stocked 
With Redfish 


ABILENE - Hamlin Lake 
is being stocked with 250,000 
redfish fry by the Texas 
Parks and Wildlife Depart 
ment in an effort to provide 
better fishing for Texans 
The redfish were supplied 
by 
the 
D epartm ent 
of 
Commerce's National Marine 
Fisheries Service research 
facility at Port Aransas and 
were part of the first natural 
reproduction of redfish in 
captivity 
According 
to 
fisheries 
biologist Roy Bamberg of the 
PAWD 
in 
Abilene, 
this 
stocking could be the answer 
to the salinity problem at 
the 250-acre Hamlin I .ake 
Bamberg said that because of 
the lake's high sad content 
our otherwise native sport 
fish, such as 
catfish and 
bass, will not survive 
Bamberg also stated that, 
in 
the 
past, 
biologists 
released small numbers of 
redfish in freshwater lakes 
and 
these 
experim ents 
proved promising; but the 
establishment of a species in 
new waters requires large 
numbers of fish which can be 
acquired only by spawning 
the fish in a hatchery

When asked if they might 
feel that it would have been 
more practical to purchase a 
car after arriving here, they 
said, “Oh no. the car was in 
our plans from the very

"We did not want to be just 
tourists," Nicole said

said that they had met people

When the Midgleys sell the 
car before leaving the U S the 
left rear window will likely be 
covered with decals showing 
the areas they have visited 
When in Hamlin they had 
five more to add and were 
given a Hamlin Pied Piper 
bumper sticker for their 
collection 


The car, which was built in 
Canada in 1930 for export to 
New Zealand, will be 45 years 
old when it is sold but it will 
be in top running condition. 
Oily said that he had pur­ 
chased a few parts but it had 
not been a problem. "Parts 
are now being made,” he 
said Another strong feature 
of the vehicle is that it gets 20 
miles per gallon.

backwards. 
And I am sure that ways could be 
found to trim the project back in 
some areas that could cut the cost 
of the total project. But sometimes 
this kind of trimming can be the 
most expensive kind of all. A great 
many people have fed in the in­ 
formation and the needs for this 
project and feel that this is what 
Hamlin needs for now and as far as 
they can see into the future. 
It is not to hard to see now that if 
we only had a little more fore­ 
sight when we built the new high 
school we would be better off today. 
At that time we should have built 
the auditorium that we plainly 
needed.
